Group's Decision Given 
Approval of Body in 
Tense Session

GENEVA, Oct. 9. The League 
of .Nations’ alignment favoring 
the puni.shment of Italy for in¬ 
vading Fhhiopia was broken today 
hy Au.stria and Hungary 

Raron I’flugl of Austria an¬ 
nounced that his nation does not 
aecept the report of the couneil 
committee of six under which 
sanctions would be imposetl 
again.st Italy. i 

The delegate from Hungary an¬ 
nounced that his country was not 
in a position to indorse the con¬ 
clusions of the league eounril 
which decided that Italy had dis- 1 
regarded its covenants under the 
League of Nations. 

Deride «ui Sanctions 
The.se announcements were 
made in a meeting of the league 
a.ssembly which had been called 
to <lccide on what action might 
he taken against Italy for the war 
in Ea.st Africa. 

The attitude of the diploinuts 
prewnt was tense. 'Fhe ass<»m- 
hly hall was crowded. 

Such throngs of spectators at¬ 
tempted to witne.ss the delihera- j 
tions in this crucial moment for | 
the league that police guards had i 
to hold them hark with ropes 
Won’t rarllcipate 
Experts [wiintcd out that the 
opposition by Au.stria and Hun- 1 
gary meant merely, in the event 
of a vote favoring the .sanction¬ 
ing of Italy, that tho.se two na- | 
tions would he exempt from par- | 
ticipating in whatev'cr sanctions , 
were deciderl upon. 

The a.s.scinhly meeting openeil 
Immediately after the .se.ssion hy 
the body’s steering committee 
which recommeniled that a com- 
mi.ssion on .sanctions, to coordi¬ 
nate the work of the council and 
assembly, he created at once. 

The league council previously 
had voted unanimously in favor 
of the rei«)rt of the committee 
of six but neither Austria nor 
Hungary are memt)ers of the 
couneil. Italy, which is a mem¬ 
ber of the council, was not per¬ 
mitted to vote on the subject be- 
cau.se a covenant rule prohibits 
intcre.sted nations from voting on 
a subject uniler dispute. ^

Clashes Feature Final, 
Arguments in Trial 
of Holdup Suspect 

Oratorical fireworks and bitter 
clashes between pro.secution and [ 
defense attorneys marked the 
closing se.ssion of the trial of 
Kugene Andrea, accused of the 
holdup and .$.3000 robbery of Harry i 
Wineberg. assistant manager of J. : 
C. Penney store here, on Aug. 4. | 
1934. The ca.se went to the jury ' 
of 12 women at 11:50 o’clock this 
morning. 

Clarence Sprague, recently ap- I 
pointed a deputy in the <listrict i 
attorney’s office, assisting Deputy I 
•lames L. TJavis in charge of the I 
prosecution, gave the opening I 
argument to the jury late yester-' 
ilay. It was his first argument 
before a jury in either a civil or 
criminal trial. 

The real fireworks started when , 
Don McKay, attorney for Andres, 
opened his arguments for the de -1 
fen.se Mr. .McKay castigated Ix).s 
Angeles and Santa Ana police and 
deputies from the .sheriff’s office 
for what he intimated was perse¬ 
cution of Andres. He charged 
that the officers’ only de.sire in 
the pro.secution was to win pro¬ 
motion through .securing a convic¬ 
tion. 

Deputy Davis delivered the 
state’s closing argument and 
twice had Mr. McKay on the floor j 
bitterly as.sailing his argument as 
"misconduct.’’ ’The first outburst 
came when he read to the jury 
Mr. McKay’s opening statement to 
the jury at the beginning of the 
trial before any evidence had been 
presented. 

At that time Mr McKay ad¬ 
monished the juorors they were to 
consider only whether or not An¬ 
dres was guilty beyond rea.sonable 
doubt of this particular crime. 
During presentation of evidence it, 
was revealed that Andres had 
been convicted on two prior oc¬ 
casions.

SON BORN TO 
ROYAL PAIR 

Child Seventh In Line 
of Succession to 
British Throne 

LONDO.N, Oct. 9. (A’l—Great 

Britain, where the arrival of a 
royal child is something more than 
another name in the registration 
books, rejoiced today over the 
birth of a son to the Duke and 
Duchess of Kent. 

The new prince, third grandson 
of King George and Queen Mary, 
is seventh in line of succession to 
the throne. 

The birth occurred at the town 
home of the duke, third son of the 
king. The mother is the former 
Princess Marina of Greece, whom 
the duke married last November. 

The duke’s son will rank as 
"sixth gentleman in the land," be¬ 
ing preceded by King George, the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
York, the Duke of Gloucester and 
his own father. 

In succession to the throne, he 
will stand after the king's sons 
and Princesaes Elizabeth and Mar¬ 
garet, children of the Duke of 
York. 

He will take precedence over the 
Princess Royal’s two sons, George 
Henry Hubert, Viscount Lascelles 
and the Hon Gerald David La¬ 
scelles.

San Bernardino Group 
Aids Valley Men at 
Riverside Session 

NO ACTION IS TAKEN 

Lower Counties Study 
Plan to Share in 
Mojave Surplus 

By a Staff Correspondent 
RIVERSIDE. Oct. 9.—Delega¬ 
tions of irate farmers from the 
Mojave valley, accompanied by 
representatives of the San Bernar¬ 
dino chamber of commerce, today 
stormed a conference called to 
promote interest in diverting Mo¬ 
jave river water to Riverside and 
Orange counties. 

An hour after the meeting had 
been called to order, most of the 
Mojave ranchers and their San 
! Bernardino friends, some 20 in all, 

I bolted the meeting and left rep¬ 
resentatives of Riverside and Or¬ 
ange county water users to talk 
to themselves about the Mojave 
and its advantages. 

The meeting adjourned without 
action, members of the Orange 
county water district saying they 
w’ished more time to consider the 
report of the department of agri¬ 
culture on the project before vot¬ 
ing upon it. 'The department of 
agriculture report, made public 
some weeks ago but given only 
limited distribution, had suggested 
the possibility of using some 40,- 
000 acre feet of water, the annual 
I surplus, in other counties. 

I One Sees Possibilities 

It was to consider this sugges¬ 
tion. admittedly frought with 
many difficulties, that the meet¬ 
ing had been called. After the 
withdrawal from the meeting of 
the Mojave and San Bernardino 
delegations, E. E. Kiggins of 
Orogrande returned and said he 
believed it would be possible for 
substantial farming interests of 
the Mojave and water users of 
Riverside and Orange counties to 
get together on a cooperative 
basis. Riverside and Orange, he 
said, might well use the Mojave 
sulplus and the Mojave farmers 
in turn would benefit by any flood 
control which might be provided 
by a storage dam and other 
works in conjunction with the 
project. He said it would take de¬ 
liberation on the part of cool heads 
but that he was certain the more 
j substantial interests of the valley 
would lend an attentive ear to a 
reasonable proposal from the out¬ 
side counties 

Early in the session Imogcne 
Hook, secretary of the Mojave 
Water Protective association, in¬ 
jected a fiery note into the meet- 
! ing when she told Francis Cuttle, 

I at whose instigation the confer- 
I ence was called, that he should be 
ashamed of himself because he 
said 90 per cent of the Mojave 
farmers are on relief. She added 
; that a good many people besides 
: Mojave valley farmers are on re¬ 
lief this year and that that should 
not indicate that Mojave valley Is 
a poor farming section, 
i Members of the Riverside dele -1 
(Please Turn to Page 2, C’ol.

Ruling Comes Suddenly; 
Wilentz, Trenchard 
Both Cleared 

(Copyrluht, 1935, by Aasociated Press) 
TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 9.—New 
Jersey’s highest court condemned 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann today 
to the electric chair. 

By unanimous decision 13 
members of the court of errors and 
appeals upheld the Bronx carpien- 
ter’s conviction by a Flemington 
jury last February 13 for the mur¬ 
der of little Charles A. Lindbergll, 
jr., March 1. 1932. 

One by one in a tense court¬ 
room they said "No” to the argu¬ 
ments which Hauptmann’s coun¬ 
sel had urged in making their 
appeal last June 20. 

Absence of Objection 
To the charge that Attorney- 
General David T. Wilentz had 
gone far beyond his privilege in 
excoriating Hauptmann during 
the final summing up, the high 
court held that no ground for re¬ 
view was created, especially "in 
the absence of objection” at the 
time by Hauptmann counsel. 

The court held also that Haupt¬ 
mann had not been improperly 
treated in Wilentz’ cross-examina¬ 
tion “in the absence of objection.” 
Theory No Reason 
The Hauptmann counsel’s con¬ 
tention that the state changed Its 
theory of how the crime was com¬ 
mitted between the opening and 
closing oi the trial is no reason 
for reversing the lower court, the 
decision stated. 

The decision was read by 73» 
year-old Justice Charles W. 
Parker. 

As to the argument tliat Jus¬ 
tice Thomas W. Trenchard, 

I who presided at the Fleming¬ 
ton trial, was unfair in his 
rEiarge, the high court said: “It 
is always the right, and often 
the duty, of a trial judge to 
comment on the evidence and 
give the jury his impressions 
of its weight and value." 

As to the claim that the evi¬ 
dence was insufficient to prove 
the commission of a burglary, the 
court held that the stealing of a 
child and in its nightdress con¬ 
stituted sufficient evidence. 

Anna Stunned 

Mrs. Anna Hauptmann, wife of 
the former German army machine 
gunner, was not present in the 
packed court room when the de¬ 
cision was read. She learned of 
the blow to her husband’s hope at 
her New York City apartment.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9. (API— 
John Fitzpatrick, president of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, to¬

Finally 
Roosevelt conceded it was my 
duck. So we got in the buggy 
behind our old skate of a horse i 
and started on. | 

“ ’It’s your duck,’ said Roose¬ 
velt, ’but how are you going to | 
cook it?’ ’Why,’ said I. ’there arc i 
lots of ways to rook ducks. I can ] 
cut it up and fry it if I have to. j 
Ducks arc good Iried. 

■’ 'You ought to be ashamed of i 
yourself, cooking a duck that 
way,” said Roosevelt. 'Now here’s 
the way to do it. You get your 
oven up to umpty-ura degrees and 
then put the duck in. You bake 
it for exactly 15 minutes—not 16 
minutes,’ 

"Well I want cooked duck, not 
a raw duck ...” 

“ ’You get your oven up to 
umpty-ump degrees.” Roosevelt 
went on and repeated the whole 
rigamarole. I got tired and 
changed the subject. But pretty 
.soon he came back to the duck 
and .said, ’You get your oven up 
to umpty-ump degrees and- 

“ ’Oh, take the damn duck and 
cook it yourself,’ ’’ I said. 

“ 'That’s just what I was get¬ 
ting at all the time,’ said Roose¬ 
velt. So I gave him the duck. 

"Nowadays when people ask me 
how President Roosevelt gets away 
with the things ho docs, I tell them 
I don’t know, but he’ll get your 
duck if he wants it. ” 

Stephen Chalmers smiled re¬ 
flectively and puffed on his pipe. 

“But if it’s a good eating duck, 
he’ll ask you up to his hou.se to 
share it. and that’s something," he 
finished. 

It was time for me to go, so I 
started.

Orange county farm leaders 
were watching with interest today 
as a campaign was launched by a 
group of organizations in an at¬ 
tempt to insure adequate supplies 
of harvest labor.

The Associated Press at San 
Francisco said that the state 
chamber of commerce, California 
Farm Bureau Federation and 
large cooperative growers have 
joined in the movement. 

Declaring they are faced with 
crop losses which may exceed 
$100,000 unless additional crop 
pickers are made available, the 
coalition is preparing for a public 
“showdown” on the assertedly dis¬ 
criminatory minimum wage scales" 
set up by the WPA. 

C. B. Moore, secretary manager 
of the Western Growers Protective 
Association, .said the coalition 
would demand immediate release 
of relief recipients in the San 
Fernando and San Joaquin val¬ 
leys, reclassification of minimum 
wages and unified federal organi¬ 
zation of agricultural laborers. I 

California will be unable to com- j 
pete with Florida. Texas and other i 
states producing citrus fruits and i 
vegetables unless the minimum j 
wage scale is reduced next year, 
he declared. 

LEASE SPACE FOR 
WPA EQUIPMENT 

The board of supervisors Tuesday 
approved a lease for 12 months 
on the storeroom at 420 West 
Fourth street to be used for the 
storage of materials to be used on 
Works Progress administration 
projects in the county. Under the 
terms of the lease the county will 
pay $30 monthly rental from the 
welfare fund, in addition to pro¬ 
viding lights, gas and water. 

At the same time the board au¬ 
thorized Nat Neff, county highway 
engineer, to take charge of shov¬ 
els, wheelbarrows and other equip¬ 
ment, materials and supplies pur¬ 
chased from unemployed relief 
bond funds for use on SERA 
projects. 

The equipment and material at 
present is located on projects that 
will be completed under WPA. 
When the projects are completed 
the equipment becomes county 
property. 

The board did not act on a proj¬ 
ect to conduct a safety campaign 
as outlined by Fred P. Jaynes, di¬ 
rector of the department of pro-

3 STORM DRAIN 
JOBS OKEHEO 


Three storm drain projects 
totalling $217,947 were approved 
yesterday by uie board of super¬ 
visors for submi.ssion to Works 
Progress administration. At the 
same time the board instructed 
District Attorney W. F. Menton to 
take the necessary steps for con¬ 
demnation proceedings for a strip 
through Southern Pacific railroad 
property in Anaheim in connec¬ 
tion with one of the projects. 

The West Anaheim storm drain 
is the largest of the three projects 
approved. This job calls for con¬ 
struction of a concrete conduit ap¬ 
proximately three miles in lengUi. 
When completed the job will cost 
$173,795, including $78,196 federal 
funds to be expended. 

The Placentia avenue storm 
drain, calling for construction of 
approximately 2850 feet of con¬ 
crete conduits to coxitrol and con¬ 
serve storm waters, will cost $25,- 
639. The federal share of this 
project will be $20,279 and the 
county will pay $5360. It is esti¬ 
mated that the project will pro¬ 
vide work for approximately 50 
men for five months. 

The third project was the storm 
drain on West Seventeenth street 
which will employ an average of 
70 men for three months. The 
total cost of the job will be $18,- 
512, with the government con¬ 
tributing $14,849 and the county 
$3663.

TTO«TER 
TEST OCT. 15 

Beginning with this year a new 
policy of testing fruit growers’ 
thermometers is being inaugurated 
by the United States weather bu¬ 
reau, according to Farm Advisor 
Harold E. Wahlberg. In the past 
years this service to the growers 
has been carried through during 
the forepart of November. Owing 
to the large amount of work in¬ 
volved in getting the season under 
way. it frequently happened that 
the thermometer testing could not 
be completed before the middle of 
November, or sometimes after that 
time. This year, all thermometers 
will be tested during October at 
the fruit-frost headquarters in Po¬ 
mona. This will enable the grow¬ 
ers to get their instruments back 
and in the orchards by the first 
part of November. 

All growers who have frost ther¬ 
mometers for testing are urged to 
take them to their respective pack¬ 
ing houses by October 15. at which 
time they will be collected by the 
weather bureau agent. 

It is necessary that each ther¬ 
mometer be tagged with the own¬ 
er’s name and the name of his 
association. Without this informa¬ 
tion there is no means of identify¬ 
ing the thermometer. Some 3000 
instruments will be gathered from 
the Whittier-Orange county dis¬ 
trict, so the importance of ade¬ 
quate and proper tagging is ap¬ 
parent, said Mr. Wahlberg.

, D. W. Tubbs, county agricu.- 
. tural commissioner, is advising 
. grower.s who plant cover crops in 
. their orchards to read the labels i 
on the bag. In a statement re- 
; leased for publication today, Mr. 
Tubbs said: 

^ “Information from the seed in- ■ 

■ spection service of the state de- ! 

■ partment of agriculture indicates 
that much cover crop seed, par¬ 
ticularly vetch, has been sold in ' 
the past without the label infer- ! 
mation required by the California j 
seed law. 

"Our inspectors are attempting 
to check up on lots of seed of¬ 
fered by local dealers, but since 
much of our cover crop seed is ’ 
purchased outside the county 
without passing through the hands 
of local dealers, it would be well 
for growers to look for the label 
and read it carefully to ascertain 
the quality of the seed they are 
purchasing. A little calculation 
will show that, after deducting 
the weed seeds and seeds not 
capable of germinating, the price I 
actually paid for vetch, melilotus, ! 
or mustard is sometimes much i 
higher than the quoted price. i 

"If a grower should receive an 
unlabeled lot of seed, or a lot ' 
which he believes is incorrectly ' 
labeled, this office will be glad 
to assist in obtaining the correct | 
information if the lot is held in- ; 
tact and the matter reported."

When the board of supervisors 
met yesterday. District Attorney 
Menton gave his approval for pay¬ 
ment of all warrants in connection 
with election expenses, including 
bills for Informative advertiss- 
ments authorized by the board. 

“Board Within Rights" 

In authorizing payment of the 
warrants yesterday, District At¬ 
torney said that, in his opinion, 
the board of supervisors, acting as 
supervisors of the Orange County 
Flood Control District, were well 
within the powers accorded them 
under the Orange county flood 
control act. 

This act. according to District 
Attorney Menton, permits the dis¬ 
semination of information to 
qualified voters. ’The advertising 
matter, he said, is informative, 
and newspapers were chosen as 
the vehicle of dissemination as the 
most effective method of reach¬ 
ing voters both for and against 
the bond proposal.

AN OLD LADY AND A DIME 

“rpHE MOST-VALUED subscription I got today was for 
J. ten cents,” commented Guy Gilbert at a Community 
Chest report meeting yesterday. “It came from a little, 
old lady, herself poverty-stricken, or the next thing to it. 
She had ironed a couple of hours for a neighbor during 
the day. She had 10 cents left after buying something 
for her supper. She offered it to the Chest. We de¬ 
murred, but she insisted she was a good neighbor, owed 
her happiness to the community and wanted to share in 
community responsibilities.” 

Mr. Gilbert's narrative was related shortly after 
workers had reported instances of many persons either 
refusing to give at all or, in other cases, of having con¬ 
tributed $4 or $5 where they should have given .$40 or $50. 

It ought not to be necessary to scold people who do 
not see fit to give back to the community a small portion 
of what they take from it. It ought not to be possible 
for a list of community slackers to exist. Prosperous 
business houses and their employes should have as much 
interest in the city as the little old lady with the dime. 
y/e are thankful that most of them have; that the 
advance gifts report shows the representative firms of 
the city have given liberally. But, a wagon can’t run 
on three wheels. If you are a part of Santa Ana, a part 
of the load is yours. 

“TWELVE MEN, GOOD AND TRUE” 

H ow TIMES have changed! 

Just a few short years ago woman’s place was truly 
in the home. There was no place for her in public life; 
there was no place for her at the ballot box; any office 
she might have held was purely an appointive post; she 
was limited in her activities to women’s clubs or church 
organizations; neither business nor industry wanted her. 

But woman demanded a place in public life; she de¬ 
manded her chance at the polls to determine who was to 
represent her in public life; she felt capable of assuming 
an important place in politics, as well as in business and 
industry. 

And so, into the constitution of the United States on 
Aug. 26, 1920, there was read the 19th amendment, giving 
nation-wide suffrage to woman. 

To what extent woman has grasped her place in the 
public affairs of the nation was brought sharply home to 
our own Orange county, California, this week when a jury 
of 12 women was selected to hear evidence in a criminal 
trial—to decide the fate of two men charged with the 
serious crime of robbery with a g;un. 
i What a far cry from those days when woman’s place 
was strictly in the home! 

THE ARMS EMBARGO 

T he president is to be commended for promptly 
invoking the neutrality law and embargoing munitions 
to Italy and Ethiopia. 

Without waiting for either belligerent to declare war, 
or the League of Nations to decide whether an aggression 
had been committed, he sanely declared that "a state of 
.war” prevails between the two countries, and acted ac¬ 
cordingly. 

A more timid Chief Executive might have held up the 
ban on arms indefinitely—until the United States had 
been formally and officially notified that a war was on. 

His future course, however, may not be so easy. The 
present embargo was mandatory “upon the outbreak or 
during the progress of war between two or more foreign 
states.” But should other nations enter the fray later, 
according to the language of the act, he “may” do the 
same to them. It does not say he “must.” 

Should the League use force to stop Italy, it would, 
of course, be war. Accordingly, it would be up to the 
President to decide whether arms could be shipped to 
Britain and such other powers as might become the 
League’s instrument. The President has already indi¬ 
cated this country would not hamper the League’s efforts 
to halt an aggressive war—provided America agrees who 
the aggressor is. 

Yet, should a “League war” develop out of the pres¬ 
ent conflict, the preponderant sentiment of Congress and 
the American people doubtless will be for the strictest 
neutrality—hands off both sides, neither hampering nor 
'helping either.

COUNTRY STORE WANING 

T he COMMERCE DEPARTMENT, having investigated 
matters in such representative Middle Western states 
as Indiana and Ohio, reports that the old country store 
is rapidly passing from the American scene. 

Autos and paved roads are depriving it of its reason 
for existence. Fewer and fewer people stop to shop at 
the crossroads; instead they go on in to town. 

In Ohio, for instance, 76 per cent of the stores are 
now in urban places, and they do nearly 88 per cent of the 
state’s retail business. In Indiana the figures are nearly 
as high. 

Few statistics have recorded a more significant 
change in American life. The little old country store was 
as distinctively an American institution as the nation 
possessed. 

Its cracker box philosophers and informal debating 
societies helped, for generations, to shape the ideas of the 
republic. We shall have lost something that lay at the 
roots of our character when it finally disappears.
